There has been a tendency during 
the past years for the culture of cot­

ed the northern linfit of the Cotton 
Belt. 
It is of the greatest im port­ 
ance th a t these new grow ers of co t­ 
ton should la* inform ed of the desir­ 
ability of planting only pure seed of 
varieties th a t produce cotton of the 
most m erchantable character. 
G row ­ 
er» should understand that cotton th« 
ngth of filH«rs of which is less than 
-8 of an inch is not tenderable on 
future co n tracts 
under 
the United 
S tates law. 
The reason for this law 
th a t such cotton is of jxmr c h a r­ 
acter and can 1m* us«ri only in 
the 
m an u factu re of coarse goods of 
in­ 
ferior quality. 


Cotton grow ers should not Im* mis 
ad by ex tra v a g a n t claim s of seed 
dealers. Claim s of exceptionally high 
percentages of lint should Im* looked 
ujMin With suspicion. 
Very high per* 
erVtage o f lint is frequently coupled 
with poor quality. From the econom­ 
ic side of production, high lint per- 
entage or 
gm 
out-turn 
has lM*en 
found to Im* a fa se basis. 
The danger 
•f ju d g in g cotton varieties by the lint 
percentage was pointed out in Cir- 
ular No. 11 of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry and m ore fully discussed in 
Bulletin No. 644 of the D epartm ent 
f A griculture. 
T he atten tio n 
of this D epartm ent 
las been called repeatedly to a vari- 
«ty known as “ H alf-and-H alf” which 
is represented as yielding 50 
per 


c e n t of lint or a 500-pound bale from 
one thousand pounds of seed cotton. 
While the actual percentage of lint 
has been found to be more nearly 4 4, 
this high |K*rcent is the result o f its 
mall and poorly developed 
seed. In 
num erous variety tests 
the 
“ Half- 
an d -H alf” variety has yielded on an 
average much 
le-s 
per acre than 
m any other varieties. 
Thousands of 
sam ples 
of 
“ H alf-an d -H alf” cotton 
has been sent in to the D epartm ent 
for exam ination and have been found 
by the cotton classing specialists to 
be o f very short and inferior fiber. 
Studies made by the Urtited S tates 
D epartm ent of A griculture 
of 
the 
m arketing conditions in the sm aller 
interior m ark e ts show th a t in every 
section where much inferior or very 
.short staple cotton 
is grown 
the 
av erag e price q u oted on the m arket 
in th a t section is much 
below 
the 


average price quoted in towns in the 
sections in which the cotton produc­ 
ed averages above 7-8 of an inch in 
length. 
When 
the reputation of a 
town and its adjacent cotton grow ing 
territo ry for inferior cotton is once 
established, th a t reputation persists 
in the minds of the cotton buyers. It 
is, therefore, of 
p rim e 
im portance 
th a t new sections establish a re p u ta ­ 
tion for producing cotton of a su p e r­ 
ior character. 
For spinning purposes cotton til» 
ers should not only Im* at least 
7-8 
of an inch in length hut they should 
ho of a uniform length. 
As the v a­ 
riety of seed is the prim ary factor in 
determ ining the length of staple, it 
is 
im p o rtan t 
th a t 
every 
grow er 
should .plant seed of pure stocks so 
as to
